DOOMED GIRL, 8

The 
Pennsylvania Medical society today 
promised “the best our profession 
can offer” toward prolonging the 
life of an eight-year-old girl who 
has been given only a year to live. 
Dr. Gilson Colby Engel, president 
of the society, said he had received 
a letter from the child's father, Ed­ 
ward J. Hickey, Jr., of Pomeroy, Pa , 
begging for 
suggestions 
of “any 
scientific means” to help his daugh­ 
ter, Hope, a rheumatic fever victim. 
Dr. Engel said he had mailed an im­ 
mediate reply to the father. 
Hickey in his letter to Dr. Engel 
asked him to recommend "surgery 
or any other scientific means where 
even the slightest possibility of sav­ 
ing or prolonging her life exists.” 
“The chances of success, I know*, 
are I in 999. However, for the sake 
of my child and all those who are 
or will be stricken, it is a chance 
that must be taken,” "Hickey wrote. 
“If she must die and if science 
learns 
anything , from 
her even 
through the medium of the scalpel, 
before or after death, I will gladly 
consider any feasible course of ac­ 
tion.” 
Dr. Engel said he had suggested 
th at Hickey’s family doctor consult 
with either Dr. Julian Johnson, of 
the University 
hospital, 
or 
Dr. 
Charles P. Bailey, of Hahnemann 
hospital, both Philadelphia, either 
of whom he said may be able to help 
the child. 


He Is one of the scores of millions 
who are ruled by a small minority 
of Bolshevists who dominate by 
force and the terrorism of secret 
police.
